Report  of  the  liedical  Officer  of  Health 

for  the  '/'ear  ended  31st  December ^ 1967 

I'ir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on  the 
Public  Health  of  the  District  for  1967.  This  report  includes  the 
reports  of  the  senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Water  Engineer. 

The  Registrar  General’ s estimated  mid-j^'ear  population  was 
18,130,  an  increase  of  20  compared  with  the  estimate  for  1966.  There 
was  a natural  decrease  of  births  compared  with  deaths  of  29. 

There  were  230  deaths  in  the  district:  210  of  this  total 
occui-red  in  persons  over  55  years  of  age.  Two  deaths  occurred  in 
children  under  one  year  of  age  and  one  of  these  two  deaths  occurred  in 
the  first  week  of  3.ife.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  district  was 
10,  So  The  corresponding  rate  for  1966  v;as  10,02,  The  corrected  death 
rate  for  the  Administrative  county  of  NorfoUc  was  10.01.  The  Death  P^ate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  11.2, 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  were 
notified  diirinf;  the  ^rear.  Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  were  cases  of 
measles. 


i'lains  water  is  available  to  all  Parishes  of  the  Rural 
District,  Two  hundred  and  three  new  supplies  were  connected  in  the  district 
scheme  and  in  Dersingham  and  Heacham,  One  himdred  and  eight^i^-two  of  the 
new  connections  were  for  domestic  supplies.  Bacteriological  tests  gave  excell- 
ent results. 

Progress  continued  to  be  made  on  the  sav/erage  scheme  for 
Dersingham,  Snettisham  and  Ingoldisthorpe.  Further  consideration  has  been 
given  to  plans  and  timetables  for  the  sewerage  schemes  for  the  central 
and  North  Eastern  parishes, 

I wish  to  talce  this  opport-unity  to  e:(press  my  gratitude  to 
the  Ghairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  committoo  for  their  support, 
and  to  the  staffs  of  the  local  authority  and  the  Local  Health  Office  for 
the  continuous  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

Heart  diseaso  accounted  for  7o  dsatlas  and  was  tlie  bir^-est 
killer  - tills  disease  caused  33/j  of  all  deaths^  couoared  with  34»3/^  in 
1966  and  33.54  in  1965. 

Coronaiy  artoiy  disoasOj,  i/itli  53  doatlis,  caused  234  of  all 
deaths,  coiuparod  with  2C,04  in  I966  and  24.34  in  1965. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  sfsten,  with  /'p  deaths,  fave  a 
figure  of  lo,74  of  deaths,  compared  with  L4.04  in  I966  and  15.44  in  I965. 

If  all  deaths  due  tc  diseases  of  t’le  heart  and  circulator^ 
systen  (ijliich  includes  vascular'  lesions  of  the  nervous  systan)  are  con- 
binod,  a figure  of  112  deaths  is  obtained  ••  this  is  46.74  of  all  deaths, 
compared  with  52,14  in  I966  and  52.64  in  I965. 

Cancer  caused  46  deaths  or  20.94  of  deaths,  compared  with 
21.34  in  1966  and  I6.S4  in  I965.  Of  these,  10  were  duo  to  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus  in  other  words,  20,64  of  cancer  deaths  were  caused  by 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  compared  with  20.54  in  I966  and  16,74  in 

1965. 

Accidents  caused  5 deaths  or  2,24  of  deaths.  This  tj-pe  of 
death  could  bo  provcntablo.
